The curriculum is arranged— 


a. Two year course, leading to graduation with 
diploma, Normal Professional Certifi- 
cate, which authorizes the holder to 
teach in elementary schools. 


b. Four year course, leading to Bachelor of 
Science degree, Collegiate Professional 
Certificate, which authorizes the holder 
to teach in any standard high school. 


c. Four year course in home economics, which 
trains for teaching, home demonstration 
work, dietician. 


d. Special courses in music, expression, phy- 
sical education, fine arts, supervision 
and education. 


A student can study practically any subject 
she wishes at Radford. Courses offered in all
